A Warwick Among Books 


HEN the Republican Convention of 
1920 met at Chicago and the long de- 
bate as to presidential nomination had 
to its close, a delegate from the Pacific 
‘oast arose and nominated Calvin Coolidge of 
\lassachusetts for the vice-presidency, and the 
vote was carried on the first ballot by a tremen- 
dous margin. It was the opinion of observers 
at the Convention that this prompt acceptance 
oi Coolidge’s name was not due to geographical 
need of a balance ticket, as has often been the 
case, but because thruout the country there was 
the unanimous feeling that Coolidge was the 
man who represented the things that the party 
desired to keep to the front, 

The country-wide understanding of Coolidge’s 
ability and position was largely due to two 
things, his action in the Boston police strike in 
standing for “law and order,” the story of 
which has been front page news in almost every 
paper in the country, and the publication and 
wide distribution of his book entitled “Have 
Faith in Massachusetts!” This is a case of a 
book playing an important part in the making 
of a president, 

In the fall of 1919 Houghton Mifflin Co. ar- 
ranged for the gathering together of a selected 
ist of Governor Coolidge’s speeches which had 
become famous at least thruout New England 
, heir brevity, pointedness and literary form.

While Houghton Mifflin were busy marketing 
the book thru the regular channels of distribu- 
tion, the campaign committee for Coolidge de- 
cided to spend almost their entire appropriatidn 
in putting this book into the hands of the 
influential people of the country. To add to the 
dignity of the. campaign, the book was used 
with its original binding and handsome printing 
of the Riverside Press and thousands of copies 
were placed on the desks of the political leaders, 
editors and writers of every state in the Union. 
Before the campaign was over, the trade and the 
committee had distributed approximately 75,000 
copies of the book. When the nomination was 
made there was the unanimous feeling that the 
right man had been chosen. It is not too much 
to say that the book had a greater influence in 
bringing this about than a score of orators could 
have had or the far spread work of a political 
committee.

Clean Book Discussion 


HE situation of the country in handling 
- its problem of the “unclean” book has 

certainly gained by having the’ issue 
brought shagply to the front, as this has 
aroused a Véfy general discussion which can- 
not help but clear the atmosphere and bring 
about a clearer view of the whole problem. 
To those who are interested, we venture to 
suggest the importance of such articles as Ed- 
win Markham’s in- Hae, August number of 
Current History cated "The Decadent Ten- 
dency’ in Current Fiction,”'or the address of 
Bliss Perry on a similar subject given before 
the annual meeting of the New England 
Watch and Ward Society and printed in its 
Forty-fifth Annual Report. In another vein 
and of very constructive value is Stuart Sher- 
man’s article on “The Unprintable” in the 
July Atlantic, and from the literary and philo- 
sophical point. of view of history and philos- 
ophy there is the valuable discussion by John 
Erskine, which appeared in his~North Ameri- 
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can Review last year and is now included as 
a chapter in “The Literary Discipline,” just 
published by Duffield & Co. 


We doubt whether anyone could read such 
discussions without feeling that this many- 
sided problem may gradually come to a better 
solution by an increased sense of responsibility 
among all of those who read, publish or dis- 
tribute. A. deliberate exploitation of sex in- 
terest either by author, publisher or book- 
seller is going to be increasingly condemned 
by those with whom they are associated, and 
stigma will be attached to those who overstep 
the bounds of taste and good sense in this 
matter. 


Rental Library vs. Public Library 


HE courts of Rhode Island have rejected 

the plea of two Providence booksellers 
for relief against the competition of the pub- 
lic library in the field of paid circulation busi- 
ness. The complainants were Gregory’s 
Bookstore, Inc., thru its treasurer, Harry 
Gregory one of the best-known booksellers of 
the country and charter member of the 
American Booksellers’ Association, and Wil- 
liam A. McAuslan, who conducts a circulating 
library in the Hospital Trust Building, and 
also in Pawtucket. 

The complainants claimed that the Provi- 
dence Library was incorporated under the 
laws of the state and was receiving funds in- 
tended to help them give “all advantages of the 
library free to all citizens.” They claimed 
that the use of a part of these funds to estab- 
lish a rental library and thus come into busi- 
ness competition with the taxpayers who were 
supplying the funds was a misapplication of 
these appropriations. Since July, 1922, the 
library has conducted a rental library and 
charged two cents a day for a book, and these 
business firms and those of other cities have 
found that such rental libraries cannot be con- 
ducted commercially at less than three cents 
a day. Their complaint. was a request for a 
restraint against the paying to the library 
certain funds on the ground of unfair use, but 
the court declared that the complainants did 
not have a good case. 


Book Censorship in the Balkans 


HE new nations which have been created 
by the Treaty of Versailles are strictly 
censoring all books and newspapers from Aus- 
tria and Hungary, writes Frank G. Carpenter, 
whose World Travels are being published by 
Doubleday. Mr. Carpenter, now in Buda- 
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pest, reports that all Hungarian |i 
taken from travelers at the borders of th 
neighboring countries.

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RICH field lies before the publishers 
[\ who will put out good books having to 
do with labor and social problems in 
the United States, if this field is properly cul- 
tivated. The complex problems of the post- 
war period have sobered many members of 
the labor organizations of the country and 
an increasing number of them are coming to 
be interested in serious books that throw light 
n these problems. 

Before the war there were not more than 
two or three labor publications that paid any 
attention to the literature published on social 
questions. The reason for this probably lies 
in the fact that the higher standards of living 
in the United States did not impress the or- 
canized workmen with the fact that there 
were any labor or social problems outside the 
zone of union activity. In all the other Eng- 
lish-speaking countries the publications of the 
labor organizations have maintained depart- 
ments devoted to a consideration of books and 
these departments have served to raise the 
cultural standard of the members. 

In this country the attitude of organized 
workmen is rapidly changing. Whereas be- 
fore the war the average labor publication ig- 
nored books entirely, today there are many 
scores of publications that attempt to digest the 
books of special interest to working people. 
Even the most conservative publications of the 
railroad brotherhoods, like the Locomotive 
Engineers’ Journal, have an important depart- 
ment devoted to reviews of books and gen- 
eral literary comment. There is a marked 
tendency on the part of labor editors to raise 
the cultural standard of the members of the 
unions, and it is probable that if this field is 
properly cultivated that a new class of read- 
s of serious books will be developed. 

\nother fact indicating the present trend 
in the general labor movement is the rise 
of the “workers’ educational” movement in the 
United States. For a number of years a pro- 
gressive body of men in the organizations

is also selecting from the lists of publishers 
important books for study. 

The whole trend of the labor movement in 
this country appears to forecast an increasing 
demand by members of unions for serious 
reading. It is probable that a system of union 
libraries can be worked out that will meet 
this demand and even stimulate it. There is 
reason for believing that the unions which 
have caught the spirit of the new trend could 
be induced to create a fund for the purpose 
of supplying books to their members. 


One opportunity appears to be especially 
favorable. Many of the larger local organiza- 
tions have permanent headquarters where 
members congregate each evening on union 
business. Often two or three hundred men 
will be gathered in a room adjoining the local 
office awaiting their turn to consult some of- 
ficial. These rooms might well be stocked 
with good books that have a special appeal to 
these members and a union library thus come 
to serve the awakening interest of these mem- 
bers in economic and social questions. 

Out of this might well come a-system of 
exchanging books between unions, a sort of 
inter-union book exchange. The headquarters 
of the national unions also offer a similar op- 
portunity. Here a stream of men, smaller in 
number than those that gather at the local 
headquarters yet continuous during the day, 
wait from five to twenty minutes in an outside 
room for the purpose of consulting some na- 
tional official. The opportunity of book ser- 
vice is also obvious here. 

Whatever may be done in this matter would 
have to be worked out by competent persons 
who are aware of the opportunity. The pro- 
fessional book agent or anyone not acquainted 
with the viewpoint of the average member of 
a labor union would make little progress in 
organizing any such service. The individual 
entrusted with the initiative in approaching 
union officials should have some sympathetic 
understanding of the problems and the psy- 
chology of the organized wage worker. He 
should also acquaint himself with the current 
trend of events towards serious educational 
experiments being made in the unions of the 
country. So equipped he will be able to talk 
with confidence on the program he presents, 
while, at the same time, those whom he ap- 

proaches will immediately understand that the 
person suggesting a program is interested in 
something more than the mere increase in the 
sale of books to workers as a business prop-

T has been my pleasure to attend the past 

few conventions of the American Book- 

sellers’ Association, and I could not but be 
impressed by the strenuous efforts made to 
increase the sale of books—juveniles, fiction, 
etc. Each succeeding convention seems to have 
been gaining momentum in the great effort 
to “put over” the selling of more and better 
books. 

As a traveler it has been my privilege to 
see and know that retailers in general have 
not only readily availed themselves of all ma- 
terials and data that would help increase their 
business—but after giving it a thoro trial, 
have convinced themselves that the effort was 
worth while; for they have done a greater 
business in the past few years than ever 
before. 

And yet in this big effort to sell more books, 
it seems as if one of the real opportunities 
within the grasp of every retail bookseller 
has been overlooked. The most staple book 
on the shelves—one of the most profitable in 
the store—and admittedly the “biggest seller” 
of this or any other generation, viz: “The 
sible’—has in this great movement practically 
been lost sight of, probably due to the fact 
that the demand is always there. 

The result of this has been that in many 
retail establishments the stock is displayed 
during but two seasons of the year (Christ- 
mas and Easter) and is then kept -in boxes on 
the shelves, quite often in the rear of the store. 

Special efforts are made to interest people 
in certain books, by special displays, as it has, 
of course, been amply demonstrated that such 
displays mean larger sales, whereas “out of 
sight”’ too frequently means “out of mind.” 

I might also add that despite the fact that 
the Bible is the “best seller,” there are still 
a few booksellers who;either do not stock a 
single copy—or carry aenegligible quantity. 

Is it not just as logical to assume that in 
this day and age—when religion is more 
widely discussed than ever before, when 
church statistics show that so many people 
are active church members—when every day a 
new generation is born that will use that Book 
—to say nothing of the new converts—that a 
fine case display of Bibles, Prayer Books, etc., 
right in the front part of the store, every day 
in the year, will build up the bookseller’s steady 
business, and enable him to dispose of three 
or four times the quantity he is now selling? 
3ibles in boxes on a shelf mean nothing to 
the large number of customers and poten- 
tial buyers coming into the store daily.

Many of the comments in the book on 
printing, especially on present printing, are 
of much interest. Of American conditions, 
the authors say: “While fine printing in the 
United States owes its inspiration to English 
influence. the debt has been repaid with com- 
pound interest. So rapidly has progress been 
made that American leadership in all depart- 
ments of commercial printing is incontestable.” 
“In the renaissance of American printing 
prominent among the early workers were D. 
B. Updike, who founded the Merrymount Press 
in 1893, and Will Bradley, who issued the 
first number of his ‘Book’ in 1896.” “Other 
amateurs were following the methods of Wil- 
liam Pickering. Copeland & Day, of Boston, 
put out a number of interesting volumes com- 
posed in old face type.” “The Merrymount 
Press is the most distinguished press in the 
United States, and in the purity of the tra- 
ditions, the sincerity and scholarship of its pro- 
luctions goes far towards rivalling the most 
unapproachable excellence of that chief of 
presses, that of the University of Oxford.” 
“The highest peak of American fine printing 
was reached in Cambridge by the Riverside 
Press in 1899, determined to create a special 
department of fine book production. 

This was placed in charge of Bruce Rogers, 
at one time a naval architect and more re- 
cently with F. H. Day, of Copeland & Day, 
a designer of books. The sixty or so volumes 
issued under Mr. Rogers’ direction display a 
complete mastery of the use of old style and 
modern types, of decoration, of format and 
: every detail of binding and press work.” 
'n the chapter on “Decoration in Printing” the 
interesting suggestion is made that “Borders 

© becoming more and more important in 
Printing, and the taste for them is increasing.” 

The volume itself is a very attractive book, 
and not the least effective part is the binding, 
which is half cloth.

The dark 
binding with gilt top is most appropriate and 
well executed. 

The Harvard University Press has done the 
printing of the volume about the “William 
L. Clements’ Library of Americana,” published 
by the University of Michigan. The text is 
not only interesting to bookmen and book 
lovers, but the format, and particularly the 
title page and binding, are commensurate with 
the opportunities. 

From the U. P. C. Book Co. comes a monu- 
mental book on architecture, William Rotch 
Ware’s set on “The Georgian Period.” For 
this book a great many measured drawings 
and photographs have been taken, and the re- 
sult is not only a sequence of beautiful pages, 
but the volume gives a very complete impres- 
sion of the most interesting architecture in 
this country during the eighteenth century. 

An interesting experiment in textbook mak- 
ing, which saw its inception last year, is again 
shown in the second volume of the American 
Viewpoint Textbooks, published by Boni & 
Liveright. The new volume is “We and Our 
Work,” by Joseph French Johnson. The out- 
side of each page is given entirely to illustra- 
tions, thus using the eye to a larger extent in 
training the student than has ever been at- 
tempted before in book form. 

Another example of book-making as applied 
to textbooks is the very attractive “Commer- 
cial Geography,” by Albert P. Brigham, pub- 
lished by Ginn & Co., for the Athenzeum 
Press. It is a high development of the art of 
laying out textbooks and so inserts the 
various types, illustrations and maps that they 
become a harmonious whole. 

The Atlantic Monthly Press has under way 
a series of English classics which provide new 
type and a rotogravure illustration in front 
at the modest textbook rate. The binding is 
such that many of the volumes should be 
worthy of a permanent place on the shelves. 

Still other new textbooks with fine qualities 
of book making are Ella C. Levis’ “Citizen- 
ship” published by Harcourt with its excellent 
typography, illustrations and binding, and UIl- 
man and Heney’s “Elementary Latin,” from 
Macmillan, attractive enough to make any wish 
to take up the language.

than of the necessity for salesmanship 

at all. The salesman is the personal rep- 
resentative of the store’s management and 
whatever impression he creates—favorable or 
unfavorable—is the impression customers will 
carry of the store—because a customer auto- 
matically associates the personality of the 
salesman with the policy of the store. Gen- 
erally speaking, the ethics of modern business 
demand that goods shall be placed on the 
market at a fair price. It is obvious then 
that it is possible to get the same kind of mer- 
chandise at many different places at about the 
same price. From this it follows that when 
selling things in open competition the only ad- 
vantage is in the personality of the salesman. 
There is all the difference in the world between 
selling goods and simply supplying wants. If 
this were all, slot machines would be just as 
satisfactory and a great deal cheaper, where's 
it is a well-known fact that from 50% to 85% 
of all goods are sold thru the intervention 
of the salesman. This, coupled with the fact 
that most everything in duplicate, including 
prices, shows that something besides quality 
of goods and fair prices is necessary for a 
prosperous business and that it is only Ly r2- 
peated orders from satisfied customers that 
such a business can be maintained. 


Look at it from another angle. Thirk of 
all that constitutes the kind of store where 
people like to trade. Think of the enormous 
outlay of money. A fine building—its upkecp 
—the windows—the advertising—all this means 
money going out. The salesman alone is the 
instrument for money coming in. At the mo- 
ment of actually selling goods he is not only 
responsible for the thousands of dollars spent 
by the store to get a customer to come in and 
buy, but whether or not he makes the sales he 
holds in his hands the power to make or break 
the store’s reputation. No salesman ever 
amounted to anything who did not have a de- 
cided interest in his work, who was not in- 
terested in the goods he sold or did not feel 
a personal interest in the house he worked 
for. It is for this reason that most mercan- 
tile houses expend much thought and money 
on the welfare and comfort of their employees. 
The modern idea is to develop such arrange- 
ments in the internal organization as will in- 
duce a condition of psychological contentment 
—simply because it is found by experience 
that it pays to do so. There is drudgery in 
salesmanship, of course. Show me any pro- 
fession without it—but even the uninteresting 
things are worth doing well and without in-

V. TRAVEL BOOKS—Part J 


“Travel is merely the desire to see life with- 
out living it."—A. C. Benson. 

“He that would bring the wealth of the 
- hack must take the wealth of the Indies

T is very hard to separate travel books from 

history, they are so much alike. Travel 

books invariably contain a large amount of 
history. History books less often merge into 
the travel class. It might be said that travel 
hooks are more often like history than history 
ooks are like travel. When the emphasis is 
n the people, the book belongs to history, 
when the emphasis is on the place, it belongs 
to travel. Travel is bound to deal with geog- 
raphy; history with society. 

[he literature of travel is of various kinds: 
scientific travel, for the sake of natural history; 
exploration, for the sake of commerce; mission- 
ary travel, for the sake of religion; profes- 
sional travel, to earn a living for the writer of 
it; tourist travel, for personal pleasure; and 
last of all, travel for its own sake, to see and 
to observe the world. 

Travel implies sightseeing before anything 
else. Blind men may write history, but no 
blind man ever wrote travel. A man may stay 
at home and write history, but no traveler, ex- 
cept William Combe, ever stayed at home and 
wrote travel. Travel demands the seeing eye, 
and the writing of travel should always be 
‘raphic. Illustrations are indispensable to such 
writing. In fact, all travel books should be 
illustrated before they are written. 

One of the most marked characteristics of 
modern books of travel is their leisurely nature. 
The words, roving, loafing, wandering, amb- 
ling, sauntering, and vagabonding are familiar 
travel titles. In this rapid age we seem to live 
in haste but to travel at leisure. A second 
characteristic, connected with this roaming 
tendency of modern travel, is its unluxurious- 
ness. Roughing it is the fad. The traveler 
today is always ai hobo, and it is the haunts of 
the hobo and the manners of other hoboes which 
ne describes. Gentlemen travelers are few. 
Lord Bryce’s “Memories of Travel” (Macmil- 
lan) and Maurice Baring’s “Round the World 
in Any Number of Days” (Houghton) are 
‘wo rare examples of travel books free fron: 
slumming, 

Travel books today seem written for stay-at-

homes. The books themselves are substitutes 
for travel, The armchair traveler, who jour- 
neys by proxy, is the one to whom they are 
addressed. The most popular travel books are 
those that feed the hunger for excitement and 
adventure. Quiet travel books are few. 

Booksellers are alive to the fact that more 
people read travel books for refreshing their 
memory, for reminiscent delight, than for ac- 
quainting themselves with the unknown. There 
is twice the pleasure in reading about the 
familiar as about the unfamiliar. One reason 
why more books have been written about Lon- 
don than about any other city in the world is 
because more people have visited London than 
any other city. 

The field of travel is one from which women 
writers are conspicuously absent. 

The following bibliography of travel books 
is selective of the best in the field. It em- 
phasizes especially the books that belong to 
literature. It omits out-of-print books and fugi- 
tive works of single-volume authors. It aims 
rather to be inclusive of all travel writers than 
of all travel books.

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“Lavengro” and its sequel, “Romany Rye,” 
are travel novels rather than actual travel 
books.

Books as Furniture 
By Alpha of the Plough 


ERELY as furniture, books are a cheaper 

and better decoration than blue china or 
Chippendale chairs. They are better because 
they put the signature of individuality upon a 
house. The taste for Chippendale chairs and 
blue china may be a mere vanity, a piece of 
coxcombry and ostentation. But a row of 
books will give a house character and meaning. 
It will tell you about its owner. It is a win- 
dow let into the landscape of his life. A house 
without books is a mindless and characterless 
house, no matter how rich the Persian rugs 
and how elegant the settees and the ornaments. 
The Persian rugs only tell you that the owner 
has got money, but the books will tell you 
whether he has got a mind as well. I was 
staying not long ago in a Northern town with 
a man who had a great house and fine grounds, 
two or three motor-cars, a billiard-room, and 
a multitude of other luxuries. The only things 
he had not got were books. And the effect 
left on the mind by all his splendors was that 
he was a pauper. 

It is not a question of money. I repeat that 
books are the cheapest as well as the best part 
of the equipment of a house. You can begin 
your library with the expenditure of a couple 
of shillings. Nearly all the best literature in 
the world is at your command at two shillings 
a volume. For £5 you can get a library of fifty 
books which contain “riches priceless.” Even 
if you don’t read them yourself, they are a 
priceless investment for, your children. Holmes 
used tc say that it took three generations of 
sprawling in a library to create a reading 
man; tut I believe that any intelligent child 
who stumbles upon, let us say, Herodotus or 
“Two Years Before the Mast” or Prescott’s 
“Conquest of Peru,” or any similar master- 
piece, will be caught by the glamor of books 
and will contract the reading habit for life. 
And what habit is there to compare with it? 
What delight is there like the revelation of 
books, the sudden impact of a master mind 
the sense of windows flung wide open to the 
books, the sudden impact of a master mind, 
the joy of which does not pass away. 
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Publisher and Importer in Italy 


OTH publisher and bookseller, says the 

English Publishers’ Circular, are passing 
thru serious times in Italy, In 1915 the out- 
put of new books was 11,431, whereas in 1918 
it had sunk to 5,401, or less than half. Altho 
in I919 and 1920 this figure had slightly risen 
—to 6,027 and 6,230, respectively—a number 
of the smaller publishers gave way under the 
strain and disappeared from the cares of this 
world so far as publishing was concerned. The 
heavy fall in the value of the lira made the 
position very difficult for the bookseller but 
not less so for the publisher, as authors’ fees 
and royalties, owing to the keen competition 
and the lack of organization among the pub- 
lishers, went up to a terrific height; from 
which it is not to be supposed that the author 
is any better off than he was before the war, 
for the cost of living has not been at all 
slow to follow, but certainly the publisher is 
worse off. He has too many woes of his own 
to get any consolation out of the wailings of 
the authors, especially as he has to pay for 
them. And the position of the booksellers is 
so bad that many publishers themselves are 
proposing to increase the discount on their 
publications in order to allow the booksellers 
to live. This was definitely moved at their 
last conference by Lattes and others. 

The importers of foreign books, however, 
are doing well. Few Italian booksellers order 
direct, and there are only two Italian houses 
which cater for foreign literature; and with 
the increase in the demand for foreign books, 
particularly French books, no doubt fostered 
by the closer intercourse during the war, they 
are becoming fairly prosperous. Considerable 
stocks are held by these firms, the French 
publishers especially leaving large numbers of 
their publications on deposit at long credit, 
and making no difficulty about receiving them 
back even after a year or two. 

One of these two firms, the Messagerie 
Italiane, has recently ventured on fitting out a 
traveling exhibition which has ‘already spent a 
fortnight in Florence, Rome and Bologna, 
respectively, and will eventually visit Milan, 
Genoa, Turin and “Venice. It has proved a 
great success, and dufing certain hours of the 
day the crowd has been so thick that it was 
only with difficulty that one could succeed in 
getting to the stands, which is pretty good 
considering the character of the exhibits, Eng- 
lish art books were well represented.

English Prize Novels 

UST as France has many literary awards 

which are intended to stimulate general in- 
terest in books, so England is the home of 
“prize novel” competition by which publishers 
seek to get new authors and at the same time 
get their houses emphasized as energetic institu- 
tions. Harper’s in this country has been hav- 
ing a most successful competition, but there has 
been no such wide activity here as in England. 

As an example of the way in which an Eng- 
lish publisher looks on his publishing contracts 
with regard to royalties and the handling of 
rights, the details of a currently announced prize 
competition managed by George G. Harrap & 
Co., of London, are interesting to the Ameri- 
can book-trade. .The company is asking for 
manuscripts of not less than 70,000 words, and 
not more than 120,000; and will publish six 
novels simultaneously next May. The author 
of that novel among the six which has the 
largest sale in the British Empire, excluding 
Canada, will be given £250; £100 to the second. 
The royalties are 12% per cent to Great Britain 
on the 7s. 6d. edition; 3d. on copies in the 
Colonies, excluding Canada; 10 per cent on 
the published prizes of cheap editions; 2d on 
cheap editions for the Colonies. If an edition 
is sold to the United States of America, in 
whose market Canada is included, the authors 
share with the publishers in the royalty re- 
ceived. If the serial rights are sold, the 
author receives 60 per cent; if film rights are 
sold, the author receives 75 per cent.

A Letter from London 
By Walter J. Magenis 


Secretary of the Associated Booksellers of Great Britain and Ireland 


SUBJECT of interest all over the world 

to everybody who gets his living by dis- 

tributing books is price maintenance. In 
all English speaking countries, at deast, there 
is a “net system,” a system which demands 
full price for a protected book. This system 
has been found to be satisfactory not only to 
the distributors of books but to the producers, 
the authors and publishers, as well. Recently 
this system has been extended so as to pro- 
tect in all other countries of the world the net 
books issued in England. The terms of sale 
are printed on invoices and this is regarded 
as a condition of sale. Infringements can be 
penalized. The object of this extension is to 
prevent price cutting and introduce an ethical 
code into the doing of business. Unfair com- 
petition has had a dire effect upon the book 
trade and has benefited nobody. This must 
now be controlled and success in business made 
to rely upon service given to the public. At 
present the Associated Booksellers of Great 
Britain have a case in hand which will pos- 
sibly have far-reaching effect. 

Two men have died recently who in their 
respective spheres had much to do with the 
sale of books. Sir W. Robertson Nicoll had 
at one period of his career more to do with 
the success of a book than any other man. 
In a series of British journals he used to 
write under such names as “The Man of 
Kent,” “Claudius Cleare,” &c., and his articles 
were looked forward to with great interest 
by the bookseller, and an unfavorable com- 
ment in the British Weekly, one of the jour- 
nals, had immediate effect upon the copies 
bought by the trade. Before his health broke 
down he interested himself in the welfare of 
the book-trade and often, after a hard day’s 
work, lectured to various societies connected 
with the trade. The other loss is that of Her- 
bert Jenkins. From the moment of his first 
entering the trade, Mr. Jenkins has been a 
live wire. and many people believed he died 
from working too hard. His vans were seen 
in the street under the titl: of “The House of 
the Green Label” and his books had the same 
characteristic distinction. His method of 
trade advertising was unique. He issued his 
announcements as “Herbert Jenkins Wireless” 
and the details of his publications were writ- 
ten up in a style hitherto unknown in the 
English trade. He wrote his own “wireless” 


notices and was often referred to as Mr. 
Wireless Jenkins.

If any artist could put charm 
and life into printed works it was Hugh 
Thomson. Has anything ever been produced 
to surpass his illustrations in Gaskell’s “Cran- 
ford,” Goldsmith’s “The Vicar of Wakefield’ 
Burney’s “Evelina,” and even Thackeray's 
“Esmond,” and Reade’s “Peg Woffington”: 
diverse as they are from one another al] were 
made more charming by his delightful pencil 
work. When Thomson drew a character it 
lived in our mind and Miss Matty as created 
by Thomson in our adolescent mind will be 
the only real Miss Matty. Indeed the aris- 
tocracy of the period of crinoline, powder and 
puff have been recreated with a living touch. 
Collectors of the future will appreciate th 
value of his work and a great writer once said 
“he never makes your flesh creep; but he 
warms your heart.” Not only could Thomson 
interpret live forms but his work in the vol- 
umes of Highways and Byways Series shows 
that places long forgotten can be made to re- 
live in our memory. 

The beauty of fine printing is well dis- 
played at the exhibitioa which the Medici So- 
ciety is now giving in its rooms at Grafton 
Street. Books are free from faults, the peyse- 
work good, and many of the type faces ar 
beautiful. With such book production it 1s 
remarkable that the public will even look at 
some of the current production. The books 
on show are collected from different presses 
and show two things, first that the Kelmscott 
Press has done good work and that there are 
many English presses which possess men a- 
pable of turning out a handsome page. On 
the other hand good as the work is, we are 
struck by a want of diversion, there is a lack 
of dainty work and of stately tomes and as @ 
result very little of the colored initial work. 
Possibly this is due to the market and th 
fault lies with the public rather than the pro 
ducer.

Potts, A. F. $3 Vale 


Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


HE large number of scholarly bibliogra- 

phies constantly appearing in England 

and America are an effective illustration 
of the needs and activities of collectors. 


Worldwide contributions have enabled a 
comparatively quick reconstruction of the his- 
toric university library of Louvain. Prior to 
the fire in 1914 it contained some 300,000 
printed volumes and many rare and priceless 
manuscripts. Gifts from all over the world 
now number nearly 500,000 volumes. The rar- 
ities that gave distinction to the old library 
are, of course, irreplacable. 


The current catalog of Bernard Quaritch, 
of London as usual contains many notable 
items. For instance, there is a complete set 
of the publications of the Bibliographical So- 
ciety, 1893-1920, listed at £34; a set of the first 
editions of Jane Austen, 16 volumes, in hand- 
stained calf, £130; a set of the eight parts of 
Browning’s “Bells and Pomegranates” with 
all of the wrappers and blank leaves, 1841-46, 
£180; a set of the first editions of Scott’s 
“Waverly Novels,” 74 volumes, Edinburgh, 
1814-32, £750, and scores of other items, liter- 





ary, historical and scientific, that are quite as 
rare and interesting. 


There are now fifty-seven distinct and ac- 
tive branches of the Dickens Fellowship: five 
in London, twenty-seven in England outside 
of London, one in Scotland, one in Wales, one 
in Ireland, five in Australia, five in Canada, 
and twelve in the United States. Of those 
in this country, four are located in Pennsyl- 
vania, one in Massachusetts, one in Illinois, 
four in California, one in New York, and 
one in Washington. With such widespread 
and ardent interest in the writings of Charles 
Dickens, there is no wonder that his auto- 
graph letters and first editions steadily con- 
tinue to advance. 


Messrs. Ernest Benn have in preparation 
for publication early next year “A History 0°! 
Turner’s Liber Studorium with a new Cata- 
logue Raisonne” by Alexander J. Finburg, who 
throws new light on a subject from hitherto 
unpublished information contained in Turners 
note-books and sketchbooks. The artist’s TS

Ex-President Wilson’s “The Road from 
Revolution,” comprising one and a half pages 
of the Atlantic Monthly has been reprinted in 
‘ twenty-four page booklet, with a frontispiece 
of the author, bound in blue French Ingris 
paper. The first edition, no doubt, is a large 
one as the publishers make a special rate for 
one hundred copies. ‘“The bibliographer, 
says its publishers, “will enter the small vol- 
ume in the long list of Mr. Wilson’s writings 
published in book form; and a multitude of 
readers concerned with social conditions and 
human progress will want to give it that per- 
manence as a possession which no issue of a 
magazine can possibly achieve.” 


The collection of stage memorabilia is grow- 
ing in an encouraging fashion, says a recent 
Bulletin of the New York Public Library. 
Last year a scrap book relating to theatrical 
matters in New York made by or for James 
McGowan, and his typewritten record of fifty 
years of the stage were presented to the 
New York Public Library by Charles B. Wells. 
This year Frank J. Wilstach, general repre- 
sentative for Sam H. Harris, presented a col- 
lection of several thousand mounted clippings 
to the library. Mr. Wilstach bought the col- 
lection in a St. Louis book shop some years 
ago. It contained information relating mainly 
to the decade of 1880-1890, and is of particu- 
lar value as an indication of what the theatri- 
cal world of the Middle West was interested 
in at that time. 


The July number of the Bulletin of the New 
York Public Library contains an article on 
“The Soul of the Library,” by John I. Wyer, 
director of the New York State Library, well 
worth the careful reading of book collectors. 
“The library may exchange its soul,” he says, 
“for things in books’ clothing. :... Current 
book production is responsible for hundreds 
of books which are not books in any valid, 
fruitful, enduring sense. There is no librarian 
in these days with any love for real books and 
a surpassing desire to build up a notable col- 
lection of them who does not have bitter mo- 
ments at approving so many bills and in such 
“iscouraging amounts for these things in 
hooks’ clothing which so stirred the spleen of 
the gentle Elia who found them ‘perched upon 
shelves like false saints, intruders into the 
‘anctuary, thrusting out the legitimate occu-

pants.’” These words, addressed to future li- 
brarians, are worthy of the attention of col- 
lectors. In these days of indiscriminate col- 
lecting much is being gathered that will be 
of little worth to the book lover or value to 
the collector. It is the discriminating collec- 
tor who in the end makes a collection in which 
he can take just pride and who profits thereby. 


Gabriel Wells, of this city, has just issued 
a prospectus of the “Norwich Edition of the 
Works of George Borrow,” to be published 
in sixteen medium octavo volumes, bound in 
green cloth, and strictly limited to 775 sets. 
The edition will be divided between England 
and America, the English portion bearing the 
imprint of Constable & Co., Ltd., of London. 
Clement Shorter, the editor, has rescued much 
material either suppressed during Borrow’s 
lifetime or left unknown Owing to the lack of 
publishing opportunity. This edition, in. its 
full and accurate text, large type, and hand- 
some format bids fair to be the standard edi- 
tion for many years, and we predict that the 
half of the edition allotted to this country 
will be sold in quick order. 


Mention has already been made in these 
pages of the effort being made to preserve the 
humble birthplace of Mark Twain in Florida. 
Mo., as a memorial to the great humorist. 
Few memorials to eminent Americans begin 
with a demand for so little. The plan pro- 
vides for converting this birthplace into a mu- 
seum and the owner of the little frame build- 
ing will not only give it to the committee for 
this purpose but will add to this gift all of the 
souvenirs of the author that he has collected. 
Already there stands in Florida a bust on a 
marble pedestal which records that the author 
was born there. It is proposed that both the 
house and this monument shall stand in the 
park which will be created by purchasing one 
hundred acres of land about the house. It is 
to acquire this ground, which is to be sold by 
its owners at the cheapest possible price, that 
subscriptions are sought by the organization 
which exists to carry thru this project. This 
plan should have the support of the thousands 
of readers of Mark Twain and will doubt- 
less receive it if they are given a fair oppor- 
tunity. 


The American collector is again in disrepute 
in Europe. He is buying up the best in art 
and literary rarities regardless of price. His 
purchases during the past year are variously 
estimated to he between $12,000,000 and $15,- 
000,000. The collectors in England, France, 
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Italy and Germany, it is said, are driven to 
the wall by American gold. And another com- 
plaint is that frequently Americans are better 
informed about sales in England and on the 
Continent than Europeans themselves. Valu- 
able pictures and books are frequently bought 
by the watchful American and forever lost 
before the European is even aware of what he 
is losing. The Old World collectors are not 
only careless but they are also poor sports. 
They are neither willing to pay the price nor 
let others pay it. The Frenchman seems to be 
the most hostile of all. When Dr. Rosenbach 
bought the Shuhmann library of French illus- 
trated books of the eighteenth century in Paris 
a few years ago, laws were immediately passed 
prohibiting such exportations. These laws, 
however, were later relaxed and then came Dr. 
Rosenbach’s purchase of the celebrated Roe- 
derer library and now there is a clamor for 
the reenactment of legislation calculated to 
preserve: French art and literary rarities for 
the French people. But opinion in France and 
England is by no means unanimous. The 
consignor, who has pictures or books to sell, 
and the auction house that does the selling are 
fond of American collectors and always take 
care to keep American collectors and dealers 
well informed of coming sales and to give 
them a cordial welcome when attending. 


Norman M. Penzer has edited “An An- 
notated Bibliography of Sir Richard F. Bur- 
ton,” which has just appeared in London. It 
has a preface by Dr. F. Grenfall Baker and is 
published by A. M. Philpot, Ltd. The work 
is a royal octavo of nearly 400 pages. It 
appears that the most difficult items for the 
Burton collector to secure are “A complete 
System of Bayonet Exercises,” 1853; “The 
Guide Book: A Pictorial Pilgrimage to Mecca 
and Medina,” 1865; the first issue of “The 
Kasidah,” and the first issue of “Priapeia, or 
the Sportive Epigrams,” of which only two 
copies: are known; “Kama Sutra” in parts, 
1883, and “The Perfumed Garden,” also in 
parts.
